guage are: Driver, putter, cleek, loft- 
hig iron, niblic, mashie links, tees'and

did 25 years ago, before the tyranny 
of the technical term set in.

sure, yon do vsalk about out of doors 
and strike the ball with the clubs, but 
the real essence of the game lies in 
vioaring the costume and using" the 
w ords, .V thorough mastery of them is 
a liberni education. 


Other subjects ha^ e their peculiar ter- 


minology, but in none of them is it so 
extenshe and of such educational value 
as in the game of golf 
An eminent 


authoiity defines an electrician as one 
who thoroughly comprehends the word 
"potential and the notions collateral 
thereto." 
If you 'go into the woods, 


and live on canned food and crackers, 
you must speak of the place where yon 
trj- to sleep, not as a "shanty," but as 
"a camp," The name at 'once elevates 
the place into the region of sylvan po- 
etry and makes discomforts enjoyable, 
it leally is a shanty; call it so, find the 
result is, lomplicate^l discomfort: callit 
a camp, and the result is happiness 
The r <rht \vords aie still more \it il in 
EfolE, uecnisc the vocabulary is more 
o:xten.,he, though perhaps not con- 
taining any \\ord of the peculiar po- 
tency of the monosyllable, "camp."

COBAN INSUKGKNTS PARDONED. 


The liberal ministry o£ Spain pro- 


poses to deal much more leniently with 
the Cuban insurgents than the old con- 
servative ministry. 
Captain-General 


Blanco, who succeeds Weyltr in Cuba, 
has issued an edict pardoning in full 
all those \vho have bean prosecuted for 
the crime of rebellion. Bebels prose- 
cuted for common crimes, independent 
of rebellion, will be pardoned as rebels, 
but juilgad for other offenses com- 
mitted by them. Those suffering sen- 
tences imposed prior to the date of the 
edict will have their sentences com- 
muted to a certain extent, and in some 
cases in fall. 


This policy is vory different from 


that of Woylar. All Cubans, who lay 
down their arms, will be granted full 
amnesty instead oE being stiot like wild 
animals. This conciliatory policy and 
the granting of autonomy to Cuba, 
with the guaianteed right to mate its 
own laws and elect its own officials, 
may lesult in ending the struggle, 
which has made ths island a charnel 
house for years. It will depend, how- 
ever, on the condition of the rebels. If 
they are well armed and provisioned 
and feel that they are ia a position to 
contend successfully with the Span- 
iards, it is not likely that they will 
agree to any terms short of absolute 
independence. IE they resolve to con 
tlnue the war our (Government cannot 
do less than recognize them as belliger 
ents, and there is apparently no good 
reason why it should not recognize the 
Republic of Cnba as a free and inde- 
pendent nation. 


THE threat of importiug Chinese to 


take the places of the striking coal 
miners in Illinois has created much 
excitement among the white miners 
and a remonstrance has been sent to 
Governor Tanner against permitting 
the Chinese to be imported. The of- 
ficers of tho Miners' Federation say 
bloodshed will surely result if im- 
ported Chinese are set to work in the 
coal fields. If Governor Tanner re- 
fuses to interfere, President MoKinley 
will be asked to use his influence to 
keep oat the Chinese. I£ a clause was 
inserted in the Tariff Act prohibiting 
the pmploymeut of Chinese or im- 
ported Uhor of any kind in protected 
industries labor miyht derive some 
benefit from protection. A.S it If. ex- 
cept lu a few instances, theti'Ubts alone 
are benefitted by protective duties 
though it ia claimed that protection is 
exclusively in the 
interest of 
the 


workingman.
